Approved 
At $39 


The board of assessors have 
announced the 1969 tax rate at 
$39 per thousand of valuation, an 
increase of eight dollars over 
last year’s rate, 

Sixty-one per cent of the taxes 
will be used for education as com- 
pared to 56 percent last year. 

In a statement issued with the 
announcement of the new rate, the 
assessors pointed out that the large 
increase in property valuation in 
the town was due to the new Gil- 
lette Company plant. Gillette 
is now the town’s. top taxpayer 
but the Raytheon company which 
is building a new plant will probably 
return as the top tax payer.

Attend Conference 


John Richards I, dean of stu- 
dents, and Julian S, Kaiser, school 
physician, both of Phillips Andover 
Academy were among a group of 
educators who attended a two week 
institute on Youth and Drugs at 
Northeastern University. 

The second annual Institute, 
sponsored by Northeastern’s Cen- 
ter for Continuing Education in 
cooperation with the National As- 
sociation of Independent Schools, 
was designed to enable educators 
to become competent in respond- 
ing to the many sided aspects of 
drug use and abuse. . 

‘*‘The Institute combined the re 
world with the academic world and 
provided us with a wealth of in- 
formation,’”? summarized Stephen 
White, an instructor -at Bancroft 
School in Worcester. 

Participants attended lectures 
given by leaders in the field, 
visited correctional centers in the 
Greater Boston area and in New 
York City and worked in intensive 
small task groups. 

The task groups served a duel 
purpose, explained Marion Freed- 
man, one of the group trainers. 
‘‘The groups enabled students to 
became involved ina process, 
group functigning, while confront- 
ing a task, discussing drugs.’’ 

*“‘Because the discussion of 
drugs tends to be an emotionally 
charged issue,’’ said Taylor Roth, 
director of the Institute for Com- 
munity Education on C hemical De- 
pendency at Northeastern’s Center 
for Continuing Education, ‘‘com- 
munication is a crucial element in 


solving the problem or coming up 
with answers. 

‘*The task groups,’’ he contin- 
ued, ‘‘enabled students to candid- 
ly examine their position and 
develop a sense of competence in 
themselves and in others,”’ 

An added dimension of the In- 
stitute was site visits. Students 
visited the drug addiction unit at 
the Boston State Hospital. Bridge- 
water State Correctional Institu- 
tion and Odyssey House in New 
York City. 

‘‘These visits gave us insights 
into different rehabilitation tech- 
niques doctors are using with pa- 
tients who have taken drugs, ’’ com- 
mented Duncan Graham, a teach- 
er at Stanstead School, in Stan- 
stead, Quebec, Canada. 

‘Talking to the patients at these 
hospitals also made the lectures 
we attended more meaningful and 
more real,’’ added John Martiska, 
theology teacher at Canterbury 
School in New Milford, Conn. 

The faculty roster for the In- 
stitute included clinical doctors, 
theologians and law enforcement 
officers. Some of the speakers 
contradicted each other on fine 
items, pointing out the fact that 
there really are no finite deci- 
sions yet about how to curb drug 
use and abuse and rehabilitate 
people who have used drugs. 

Most all of the lecturers and 
former drug users agree, how- 
ever, that the drug addict’s real 
proble.n is not the drugs, per se, 
but comes before he even start- 
ed taking drugs.

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Shrews Mistaken For Moles 


It is fortunate that nothing of 
value rests upon the average New 
Englander’s ability to identify a 
mole, 

For the truth is that when a 
New England nature buff reports 
that he or she has seen a mole, 
99 times out of 100 he or she 
has seen a short-tailed shrew 
instead. 

This particularly is true of the 
common report; ‘‘I saw a mole 
run across the road.’’ 


Moles can ‘‘swim” through the 
earth, doing a breast stroke with 
their spade-like front feet, but 
running across the road would 
be most difficult for them. The 
hairy-tailed mole, most common 
to New England uplands, would be 
the most likely mole candidate for 
running, since its front feet are 
less spade-like than other roles. 
The hairy tail even comes out of 
its tunnels on some nights and 
feeds on insects in the forest 
floor litter. But its broad front 
feet limit its skill at running. 

So, the ‘‘mole”’ that runs across 
the road with the speed and agil- 
ity of a mouse is the short-tail- 
ed shrew. 

Perhaps shrews are mistaken 
for moles because they have plush 
fur, pointed muzzle, tiny eyes and 
Short tails, all characteristic of 
moles. Shrews alsotunnel through 
the litter on forest floor. In 


mentioned earlier, which ranges 
through northern New England but 
seldom occurs farther south than 
northern Connecticut and Rhode 
Island. “ 


The short-tailed shrew, which — 


is large for a shrew but roughly 
half the size of a mole, occurs 
throughout New England. On two 
of our outer islands, Martha’s 
Vineyard and Nantucket, the short- 
tailed shrew populations have been 
isolated from the mainland long 
enough to evolve slightly differ- 
ent coloration and smaller size. 
The shrews on these islands are 
considered two distinct sub- 
species, 

Persons who never have seen 
a short-tailed shrew may be sur- 
prised to learn that in ‘‘good” 
years there may be as many as 
250 short-tailed shrews on a sin- 
gle acre. And this acre may be 
very close to your home. 

Like moles, shrews feed princi- 
pally upon insects. Shrews, how- 
ever, are more aggressive than 
moles and feed also onother small 
animals. They are known to kill 
mice and some mammalogists con- 
sider shrews the most valuable 
little animal to man that lives in 
agricultural areas. The estimate 
is based upon an enormous har- 
vest of both mice and insects by 
shrews which daily consume food 
equivalent to their own weight. 


GI Bill Aids 
School Dropouts 


High school dropouts who enter 
the service may return to get their 
diploma under the G, I, Bill, ac- 
cording to the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, 

The VA will pay veterans up to 
$130 a month (if single and they are 
full-time students - more if they 
have dependents). Those attending 
adult evening school will be en- 
rolled at half-time rate, 

These payments will not reduce 
their college or on-the-job training 
benefits. 

A number of colleges and univer- 
sities have embarked on new pro- 
grams for returning veterans who 
do not possess a diploma but do 
desire a higher education, How- 
ever, such veterans must meet 
certain qualifications established 
by the institutions and the VA, 

Upon discharge, veterans should 
file at the nearest VA office for 
certificates of eligibility even 
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though they may not use them im- 
mediately. This will save time 
when they later apply for sc hooling 
or on-the-job training. 

The VA also reminds veterans 
who wish to become policemen or 
firemen that there are benefits 
under the G, I, Bill for these 
approved courses,

Crowding The Highways 


Those who drive automobiles, and that’s just about 
everyone, should be concerned with legislation now before 
Congress which would permit larger trucks on Interstate 
highways, 

The trucking industry is pushing the proposal while the 
chief opponent is the American Automobile Association 
(AAA). 

The AAA contends that the large size of the trucks 
makes for less visibility on the part of private car owners 
and passing the trucks is hazardous. 

The organization also presents the argument that the 
increased weight of the trucks would cause damage to the 
highways which are already overburdened with traffic. 

The trucking industry would like to have vehicles 
weighing up to 15 tons on the Interstate roads. These 


huge carriers would reach 70 feet in length and their 
width would be eight feet. 

Similar legislation was before Congress a year ago and 
was defeated. It would be well for the safety of the 
general motoring public if the proposal is again turned 
down. After all, the costs of building roads is shared by 
all those who drive. Trucks should not have a monopoly 
on the nation’s highways.

Board of Health town meeting was 
led astray with the acquiescence of 
the selectmen present. 

However, something ‘‘new”’ has 
been added. Recently the town 
counsel found occasion to rule that 
Andover, in accord with its 
manager charter does not have 
departments any more. Hence 
money appropriated for one ‘‘de- 
partment”” can be spent for 
any purpose the town manager de- 
Sires, If the counsel is correct, 
town meeting would be negligent 
to allow such a situation to con- 
tinue. 

More curious is that the coun- 
sel’s, ruling also makes impo- 
tent the finance committee’s abil- 
ity to rule competently upon an 
emergency situation, Counsel says 
that Fin Com. may not inspect 
town department books because 
there are no departments. That 
seems to put Fin, Com. in the 
same position as the individual 
voter, It can only take the word 
of the manager that an emergency 
does exist. That too is a state 
of affairs that town meeting should 
not tolerate. 

Incidentally, the continued si- 
lence of the Finance Committee 
Suggests that it is being unfaith- 
ful to its obligation to town meet- 
ing. The least it should do is be 
ready at the coming town meet- 
ing to present an amendment to 
the by-laws which shall define its 
powers,

Programs 


When 300,000 energetic young 
Americans from coast-to-coast 
organize to conserve the natural 
resources of this country, things 
begin to happen. 

These youths are 4-H members 
participating in a national pro- 
gram to wisely use and conserve 
natural resourcés, Ag individuals 
and as a club they carry out con- 
servation projects most needed in 
their communities. 

Projects cover the four principle 
areas of conservation: soil, water, 
grasslands, wildlife and forests. 

The program is sponsored by 
John Deere of Moline, Ill., in co- 
operation with the Extension Ser- 
vice, Other branches of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture provide 
resounce information and the ser- 
vices of personnel. They include 
the U, S, Forest Service and Soil 
Conservation Service. The Na- 
tional Park Service andthe Bureau 
of Sport Fisheries and Wildlife of 
the U. S, Department of Interior 
assist the 4-H groups, as do other 
agencies, 

Examples of what a 17-year-old 
4-H lad has done in seven years 
of conservation work isto terrace, 
fertilize and plant hundreds of 
acres of farmland to enrich the 
soil and protect it from erosion 
and depletion. On the family farm 
a 37-acre watershed was built 
for flood control and_ wildlife 
refuge, 

The lake was stocked with bream 
and bass, and now isusedona pay- 
as-you-fish basis. Profits from 
this project are banked for the 
young man’s college education. 

Non-farm 4-H’ers find oppor- 
tunities and situations within their 
towns from which they learn why 
conservation and wise use of all 
natural resources is necessary to 
insure food, water and shelter for 
the nation’s rapidly increasing 
population, 

For the most effective conser- 
vation projects, annual awards are 
provided by John Deere for indi- 
vidual 4H’ers and for their club 
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as well. 

Recognition is given at county, 
State and national levels, The 
youths earn medals, educational 
trips to the National 4-H Con- 
8ress in Chicago, and $600 
scholarships.

In its bimonthly New England 
Economic Review, the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Boston said that 
contrary to popular belief, the 
Euro-dollar market has not pro- 
vided U.S. banks with an important 
escape-route from monetary re- 
straint, 

Whether potential changes in 
bank credit or the money supply 
are used as criteria, U.S, mone- 
tary policy appears largely im- 
mune to, Euro-dollar movements, 
the bank said, adding that these 
movements can, however, have 
serious disruptive consequences 
for the monetary policies and 
balance of payments positions of 
foreign nations. 

When a U.S, bank borrows Euro- 
dollars -- dollar balances de- 
posited with banks abroad -- as 
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Federal Reserve Bank 
Reports On Euro-Dollar 


a rule it merely acquires the use 
of reserves which already exist 
within the American banking sys- 
tem; thus, one bank’s gain is 
almost entirely another bank’s 
loss. Since Euro-dollar borrow- 
ings do not increase total U.S, 
reserves, the most significant way 
in which they might offset re- 
strictive monetary measures is 
by releasing required reserves, 

Because U.S, bank liabilities for 
Euro-dollar borrowings are not 
presently subject to reserve re- 
quirements, an increase in these 
‘‘liabilities”’ releases the re- 
serves which were previously re- 
quired against these balances when 
they first took the form of ‘‘de- 
posits”’ due to foreign banks, 
This release of reserves expands 
the potential for domestic credit 
extension. 

Despite this reduction in re- 
quired reserves, Euro-dollar bor- 
rowings are unlikely to have a 
Significant impact onU.S, mone- 
tary policy, the bank suggests, 
because the U.S, banks’ growing 
demand for Euro-dollars is like- 
ly to aggravate the Certificate of 
Deposit (CD) runoff caused by re- 
strictive monetary policy. 

As U.S. bank Euro-dollar bor- 
rowing raise interest rates in the 
Euro-dollar market, foreigners 
tend to channel funds into that 
market from foreign currency as- 
sets. Because foreign central 
banks must maintain the inter- 
national exchange value of their 
currencies, they supply a large 
part of the dollars drawn into the 
Euro-dollar market from their of- 
ficial reserves, frequently by re- 
ducing their holdings of U.S, 
Treasury bills. As a result, U.S, 
bill rates tend to be higher than 
otherwise, thereby inducing CD 
runoffs over and above the losses 
caused by restrictive monetary 
policy. These runoffs may large- 
ly offset the release of reserves 
caused by Euro-dollar borrowings. 

Although it has been argued that 
the Euro-dollar market presents 
U.S, banks with foreign branches 
with a considerable advantage dur- 
ing periods of tight money, the 
bank also concluded that the ques- 
tion of equity among banks should 
not be a major cause of concern. 
Because the large New York banks, 
the primary borrowers of Euro- 
dollar balances, traditionally suf- 
fer most severely during a CD 
runoff, quite probably they must 
also absorb the major impact of 
any secondary runoff induced by 
foreign official sales of U.S, gov- 
ernment securities. Moreover, 
the bank suggests that despite 
Euro-dollar borrowings, the 
large New York banks have suf- 
fered a slight decrease in their 
share of total loans during months 
of CD losses. Also, the smaller 
U.S, banks are acquiring increas- 
ingly easy access to the Euro- 
dollar market, the bank pointed 
out. 

International, rather than do- 
mestic, considerations may thus 
largely explain the Federal Re- 
serve Board’s recent proposal of 
a marginal 10 percent reserve re- 
quirement on certain Euro-dollar 
transactions. While the effects 
of these proposals on the U.S, 
banking system and bond markets 
would appear to be quite limited 
and the added cost of funds which 
the new requirement would im- 
pose may not appear to be very 
dramatic, the 10 percent reserve 
may partially buffer foreign 
countries from further interest 
rate pressures exported from the 
United States.

Rep. Hatch Fears End 


Near For Rail Service 


Prospects for successfulre- 
solution of the third B&M com- 
muter rail crisis in five yearsare 
bleak, and unless emergency state 
legislation is enacted within a 
week, all B&M train service will 
stop Aug. 1, State Rep. Francis 


’ W. Hatch, Jr. (R-Beverly) reports. 


Rep. Hatch organized the success- 
ful SOS effort to save commuter 
train service. 

‘Unfortunately, legislators feel 
they have given MBTA more than 
enough time to demonstrate their 
ability and desire to run a suc- 
cessful commuter rail operation. 
When the last 90% subsidy exten- 
sion was voted a year ago, it was 
done with the understanding that it 
was for the last time,” Rep. 
Hatch stated. 

Last week, Governor Francis 
Sargent subnitted a special mes- 
Sage to extend the present sub- 
sidy plan for another nine months, 
The legislature must vote this or 
an alternative proposal by Aug. 
1 to keep trains running. 

Full effects of stopping train 
service would not be felt until 
fall when the vacation season is 
over, according to Hatch. The 
MBTA does not have the neces- 
sary buses to substitute for trains. 
Automobiles are the only alterna- 
tive in most instances, but by the 
time the first big traffic jams

A halt in train service would 
not end MBTA financial obligations 
to the B&M. Under the terms of 
a federal grant for capital funds 
to extend bus service, Represen- 
tative Hatch said that he understood 
the MBTA is obligated to provide 
other jobs for all B&M commuter 
rail employees or to reimburse 
them up to 60% of their salaries 
for a period of four years. 

“It would be a tragic paradox 
indeed if we see a multimillion 
dollar MBTA expenditure for no 
train service,’’ he said, 

Enactment of emergency legis- 
lation will not solve the problem, 
Hatch said, ‘‘Cummuter rail ser- 
vice must be operated by rail ex- 
perts who understand and believe 
in its capabilities. Last May, be- 
fore the special commission to in- 
vestigate MBTA I proposed that the 
responsibility for rail operations 
on both sides of Boston be taken 
away from the MBTA and vested 
in a new Department of Transpor- 
tation,’’ he added. 

“The special commission made 
the same recommendation in its 
final report submitted two weeks 
ago. They also advocated a revised 
formula for deficit assessment 
plus a meansof supplementing cig- 
arette tax aid. This proposal and 
the Governor’s special message 
will be heard by the legislative 
transportation committee Wednes-

Boaters Asked 
To Get Stickers 


State Motorboat Director Tom 
Legere has recommended that 
boaters obtain 1969 courtesy ex- 
amination stickers from the Coast 
Guard Auxiliary in their areas, 
to indicate that their boat com- 
plies with safety regulations. 

“Our enforcement agents will 
honor any boat displaying such 
a sticker,” he said, ‘and with 
the exception of some spot check- 
ing, we will not as a rule stop 
or board such boats to check 
equipment.” The boating director 
said that a courtesy sticker how- 
ever, is not a license for reckless 
boat operation. 

Creating an excessive wake by 
speeding, boating too close to bath- 
ing areas, failing to have a com- 
petent observer and ladder when 
water skiing, overloading a boat, 
ignoring the rules of the road, 
lacking Coast Guard approved life- 
saving devices and failing to car- 
ry a valid registration certificate 
aboard, are the violations noted by 
the Division.
